The Socceroos, after leading 1-0 
at half-time, shot to a 3-0 advan- 
tage midway through the second 
half but were forced into despera- 
tion defence as the Taiwanese: 
knocked in two goals in seven 
minutes. 

Sweeper Tony Henderson, after 
a number of fruitless attacks by 
the Australian strikers, began a 
solo run from just inside his own 
half in the 17th-minute which led 
to Australia’s first goal, 

Henderson moved _ straight 
down the centre of the field and 
shrugged off attempts by | five 
Taiwanese defenders before plac- 
ing the ball wide of goalkeeper 
Chin Lin. 

The Taiwanese were trying to 
play tight, defensive football but 
could not match the physically

Soccer 
takes on TV 


LONDON, 7 June. — English 
soccer has a new strong man 
at the helm, determined to do 
something to cure the sport's 
current troubles. 


Jack Dunnett, the new  presi- 
cent of the English Footbail 
League, will have money-making 
very much on his ming in the 
nexi few months. 

The 59-year-old Labor MP for 
Nottingham East and. chairman. 
of Notis County, outlined plans 
to take on the television and 
pools companies afier his elec- 
tion at Friday's annual meeting, 
in London. 

His manifesto for tackling 
Soccer's ills also includes helping 
England’s international] side, 
battling hooliganism and curbing 
the decline in attendances. 

With league secretary Graham 
Kelly, a highly-accomplished and 
professional aide de camp, Dun- 
nett said: “Graham and T will 
draw up a list of the game's prob- 
lems, and then try to do some- 
thing about the main ones.” 

With the league in economie 
crisis, cash was naturally a major 
topic, and Dunnett’s legal rain- 
ing has already helped him draw 
up a suggestion for an “out of 
court” settlement of the long- 
running TV saga. 

“Their attitude is {ke a dog 
in the manger,” he said, 

“They pay us £2.3 million (@A4 
million) a year, which sounds a 
lot until it is divided between 
92 clubs, but they are not prepar- 
ed to help us over the question 
of advertising slogans on shirts. 

“We are deterrgined to have 
shirt advertising when the 
cameras roll.” 


He proposed also to reduce 
televised action. “They must cut 
it down to allow live soccer to 
survive, so TV will have some- 
thing left to screen. 


“Gates have falien 11 per cent 
over the past season and all the 
management committee know 


something is wrong — we are not 
idiots, 

“Our pools contract has four 
years to run and next time we 
will want a better deal. The pools 
need our fixtures, the TV peopie 
need our matches so we shouid 
get what we need in return.” 


He suggested the league would 
be prepared to alter fixtures to 
help the England international 
/Manager. But he emphasised he 
did not believe the league needed 
trimming.
